LLOYD GEORGE AGAIN SHIFTS 


DECISION IN STRIKE CRISIS 


UPON MINERS 
9 FEDERATION 


Rejection Of Premier's Last 


Proposition Will Precipi- 
tate Strike Of Triple Alli- 
ance Tonight — Govern- 
ment Backs The Mine 
Owners 


LONDON. April 12—The final de- 


cision of peace or war was again 
thrown upon the shoulders of the 
miners by Premier Lloyd Ueorge this 
afternoon 


After separate conferences with the 


, miners and mine owners, the Premier 


submitted to the miners' federation 
a proposed basis of settlement. Upon 
its acceptance or refusal depends the 
question whether the triple alliance 


• •will call its strike at midnight. 


Since the premier's proposition is 


at wjde variance with the miners' de- 
mands its refusal is looked for 
The 


government and the mine owners flat- 
ly reject the miners' most insistent 
condition—that of pooling the mine 
owners' war profits. 


Here is the mine owners* basis, 


backed by the government, as sub- 
mitted to the miners at 1 o'clock this 
afternoon with the expiration of the 
triple alliance strike ultimatum eleven 
hours cff: 


1—Firm refusal of the miners* de- 


mand for the 
pooling of the mine 


owners' war profits. 


2—Refusal of the demand for the 


establishment 
of a national wage 


scale. Instead it is offered to divide 
tha country into large districts, in- 
clusive of good and bad mines, with 
boards of revision to readjust wages 
on a district, not national basis. 


3—Assistance by the government's 


treasury until August of certain un- 
profitable^ mines which 
otherwise
